i! ' 'XHANCEISX BILL. 

Ah section 9 of tlie Frnnchisc Bill, pngi^oil 
hy tlie Legislature, legalizes tlio following 
I'rocliiniatioii; and ns it has a bearing on 
ttie coming elei'tioii, and but very few of 
tlio elcctorH liave ever eoon it, vro publish 
it for the information of the public, and to 
oomplete the bill as enacted :

land, within the said island and its de])end-j 
eucies under your (jovcrnment, in .sucin 
manner and form, and according to such 
powers, instructions, and authorities as 
shall be at any time hereafter granted or 
sippoirited umler our sign manual and sig- 
net, or by our order in our Privy Council, 
»ir bj' us, through one of our principal Sec- 
I'Ctaries of State, iind our will and ]deasure

Ami whereas, Her most Orncioiir, i\Iaji s- 
ty, having further in her aforesai I instruc- 
tions in that belialf, connnaiide( anil ;m- 
thorizcd nie in tliu tornis and niui!!.(rr fol- 
lowing, vi/, :-— 

You are therefore for the purjioHo of 
electing the members of siicli assemljlics, 
hereby iinth(<ri/,cd to issue a proclannition, 
declaring the nuinlier (jf n^prosinitutives to 
be olioson by such fronliolders, to se-vc in 
I ho suid General Assomljly, and il' you 
Hhould see fit, dividing our said island and 
iiaicUipieindencies into districts or counties, 
-towns or townships, and declaring the num- 
ber of ropresentatlTea to bo chosen by each 



of such districts or counties, towns or town- 
ships re.'ipcctivcly. 

Anil you arc hereby inithorized and em- 
powered to iioininat(! and appoint jiroper 
persons to (•.xccotii the odico of rtituniing 
otiioor in lln^ said island, or in such districts 
or counties, towns or townships respectively; 
and you are, as soon as you shall sec oxpu- 
diont, to issue -yrrits in our name, directed 
to the proper officers in the said island, or 
the pro]icr officers in suclulistricts or coun- 
ties, towns or townships respectively, di- 
recting them to sinninon the al'oresaid' I'ree- 
hoklers to jtr ot'oed to the eltM'tionoi persons 
to rejiresent thom in the li(Mieral Assembly, 
according to tho rcgulatiuns and directions 
to he signified in the proclamation to bo is- 
Hueii by j-ou'as aforesaid.

District of Victoria, members.

District of Xanaiino, 1 member. 

District of Soke, 1 member. 

And also, that wo hare hereby constitu- 
ted and appointed the following persons re- 
turning oificers for tho aforesaid districts, 
to wit :

Herbert AV. (). Margarj', fisquimalt and 
Metclioscn District. 
Charles E. Stuart, Nanaimo District. 
John .^hiir, jun.. Soke District, 
^ml uImi, tliot the s;,iil returning ofllcers 
shall be dircc|i'(l to give due and prdjier no- 
tice of liie place and time at whiidi the ])oll 
is to bo taken in each of such districts re- 
si)ectivoly.

AVo arc ploasnd to see 
Jjotli .soldiers and saiiorri in tlie country, if 
piinfiniul strictly to tiie dutiod of tlipir pror 
fes.sions. ]?ut wluuu'vor the civil offices of 
the ciiuntry are iilled with men holding 
cMjnunission.s in tlui si'rvice, or tho Colonial 
works carried on Ijy the " rank and tile," 
(hat moment, '\to ho{<], an enemy has been 
introduced into tlio country, — and tho nat- 
ural order of government In reversed by mak- 
ing the nplitury a iiriucipal instead of an 
auxiliary. It is o)>jccttonablo because it is 
jiot calculated to bonofit tho country, as it 
is now, cither jiCiMunarily or' govormnpnt- 
iilly. Tlio .soldier tfeldoiii ndds to tho taxa- 
\ih: ])ro]iorty of the ooiintry by savings from 
his pay. Xcither can he, under our sys- 
tem, hii I'.onsidurcd a peniianeiit resident of 
(he ciiuntry'. The rules of tlie service for- 
bids {hv'iii making homes, except porbaps 
fiftor n i^umbor of years' service. To de- 
vote our rpvonup then tp. this clilss of ofR- 
fials and 'Opbratives, is neither wise nor 
prudent. Our duty is plainly to secure ci- 
vilians who, though in Jlie operative de- 
pinitiiiciit alone claim higher pay, still thoy 
arc clieapor in the end. The civilian has 
his wile, his cliildrcn, and Iioiik; in tiic 
country for life, and bis habits uf self-dc- 
peudenco and eeoiumiy adils wealth *.o the 
fstate. From any j\<uiit of view lie is a bct- 
Ipr immigrant than can bo drawn from the 
ptilitary dr naval Hervice.'^ Bat if wo wish 
to educatp the poojle for Bolf-govorninent, 
(ho way to db- it is ribti' by depriving them 
pf opportunitips to fill tho civil departments 
()f the country; If Hiib' latter course is pur 
j-ued, tlie energy, (uiterprise, ambition, 
and public spirit (jf the peojih; will lii 
>.tuiitv.cl in its growth; and eorresijondint; 
evils will lijliow as a natural cnu'^iMmcui'c.

anything liaviiig that end in view would be 
ueceidiilile to your renders ; but as a suh- 
jeet like tliiu will present itself in a variety 
of fornis, souie good no doubt will result 
from !i calm iliscus.sioii of a few topics hav- 
ing for their object the ndvuiieenient 
of tliese t'liloiiies. There i.s no ipieslloii, I 
presiune, on this, viz ; "'I'liat unless the re- 
80urce.s of the Colonies become mure devel- 
oped wo can never attain to any distinction 
a.s a Colony." In fact we shall over remain 
what we are, a ^loor iiisigiiilieant (le)H'iiil- 
uney of (ireat lliitaiii, and why should we 
iidvunee at siioli a rate i Oregon and Wash- 
ington Territory will soon become populous 
States. They liiive no natural advantages 
over us ; then why can't we advance as well 
as they '.' We can, if we have a fair chance. 
But we must tirst he relieved from some id 
the retarding iulluenee.s existing — a diil'er- 
ent land system must bo introduced, in or- 
der to induco 'actual suttlura to come among 
us, men wlio 'will till our soil and introduce 
the useful and mocbanlc arts. The eneoiir- 
iig.;niciit of the latter will creati' a market 
for the priiduce uf the Inrian-, the iiiutiKil 
exchange ol those coiiiiiiodities will retain 
ill the country uiuch id' tlie gold that now 
leaves it, to enrich strangers. It is of little 
coiisei|iienco ty^ ua, whether tlio gold goes to 
Knglaiid, l!'rftnce,^9r,"th'o Uuitod States ; if 
the gold taken from our rivers, mountains, 
or plains, be tlie only .sources of wealth we 
shall ever he poor, (.lold, as a |irodiicl, 
never inude a cimntry rich or ha]ipY. In 
order to attain that end some other sources 
must be opened up — ami they are liiund in 
agriuultural pursuits and manufactures, 
and every inducei ient should bo;held out 
to persons who will engage therein. 

Many points bearing somewhat on the 
above have been mooted, and the ]ii-o and 
con to .some extent given, but the (|uestioa 
has never been treated to that e.xtont its 
importance demands — one party advocating 
cheap laniis, and a long lime to juiy frr 
tlieiii, and propose a general nssessnient for 
the juirpose of revenue. Another seeing a 
s]iar.M; population and but little agriiailtu- 
ral iiuproveuients, does not see how a rove- 
nuo is to be raised to support a govern nient. 
Now as a govoriuueiit must be sustained, 
and gentlemen of ability and integrity 
should be appointed to till tiie necessary 
oHices tliey ou-lit to l,e v.ell paid. But 
with govrriuneut appointment.- — as for the 
manageinent oi' otlier business, no i,'reater 
luiinber shiiiild be appointed than there 
were duties to be jierforined, and their sala- 
ries should lie in accordance with the ser- 
vice reiiilered, (other circumstances being 
considereil,) until at any rate it is fairly as- 
eertuineil how the prolit e.nd los.s balance 
stands. I have been Icil to view \'aneiuivcr 
Islnnd and British Columbia in the light of 
two persons commencing business Imving 
but little oxporionoe and a lurgo cajiital, 
they cannot' tUrrf' into cash as readily as 
they could wish.' Thoy find after tho llrst 
'lalaiici; tlint t!ii> ox]ienPi's of sustii'.ning 
their res] ,f<iive hou ses are mure than their 
]indits, and ilioy have gone pretty deeply 
into the principal, and at times wlu.a in a 
•■ti'jhl place" have been compelled to draw 
on the " old gentlcniaii ;" after a while, 
seeing that business does not iin reasi', but 
must lie eontiliiieil, the parties propose to 
unite their stock--liir, soy they, uno Ionise 
will do, one set of clerks 'will do all tho liu- 
siness we are doin;^ or likuiv to do lor Fome 
time to eonie, or even shuiiid it inoreiise to 
our most sanguiiio hopes we ciiii get more 
nssLstance, 'i'ho iinrties cniinot fail to per- 
ceive that it will bo a iiuitinil bennlit to 
unitn their stocks ; n deed of co-par!ncrshiii 
is entered inl'i. mid at tlie end of six or 
l\velve moiitlo- or wln urM r the balance is 
siriii-k a pleasing d iH'crcnee will ap|)ear in 
lie i Np.'iise aeeduut, and tbiiy will not hiil 
to perceive that, notwitliatandiiig the busi- 
ness has not been so e.\toiisivc aa thoy could 



wish or returns so great, they are iMnivinecd 
of this fact, that the returns for this ipiarler 
are as great as the last, ami the e.xjieiise 
little more than half. A\'itli tlio convietion

debts arc unprolitalde. 

Some liritish Columbian may object, .so 
will some \'aiicoiiverian, but v.'lmt of that '.' 
the sacriliec of tho eon ii try and the inanv 
caiiimt be made for tho beiielit of the few. 
If a di'bt is line by eillior Cnlooy, or both, 
lot us know hiiw much it is ; lot "us ask the 
Home Covernmeiit to ]iay it or couipromise 
with the creditor, and let us start witll clean 
1 ks, and the united I'roviiu'C of Vancou- 
ver Island and British (,'oliiiiiliia v.-ill be 
preiiared to pay its own ci\ il list — and can 
open up roads through the enuiitiT to pre- 
pare for si'ttieiiient, and the time is not far 
in the distance whoii our liills and \alleys 
shall smile with plenty — liunilreds of hap- 
py homes will be reared. Tho Bound'of the 
village cliureh bell will invito us to tho 
House of (iod ; sidioiils for our children 
shall he .lotted ,,ver the land.
